PERSIA. 


The following information, relating to articles in demand in 
Persia in which British trade might be increased, is taken from a 
report on the trade of Bushire for 1906-7 by the British Vice- 
Consul there (Mr. H. G. Chick), recently published by the Foreign 
Office, (Annual Series, No. 3951) :— 


An increase from 38,7011. to 10,5262. represents fairly accurately 
both the increased use and the increased 
Matches. importance of matches as a trade commodity. 
At the same time the market is temporarily 
overstocked, so many kinds having been introduced, and there are 
said to be about 400 cases unsold in Bushire. The assignment of a 
large portion of the above sum to the United Kingdom, Germany 
and India is misleading, as, with the exception of some Austro- 
Hungarian matches, all brands on the market are Swedish. The 
“Rupee,” a sulphur match made in Sweden, has been largely 
driven off the market by the Vulcans Tandstickor ‘‘ Globe ” brand ; 
likewise a sulphur match made at Tidaholm in Sweden and supplied 
to Persia vid Hamburg. These latter are packed in cases containing 
50 gross and in boxes of about 75 matches each, 1; inches in length ; 
this gives them a very considerable advantage over the “ Rupee ” 
brand, which has a nseless length of wood, but their chief merit is 
the low price of 150 krans (2. 15s. 6d.) per 50 gross, as against 
180 krans (31. 6s. 8d.) for the “Rupee.” An Austro-Hungarian 
sulphur match in round boxes found a considerable sale in the pro- 
vince of Isfahan. ‘The only safety match in general use by the 
better classes and smokers is the “Ship” brand, made at Soder- 
telje in Sweden, selling at a price of 270 krans (51.) per 00 gross, 
with about 63 matches per box. Matches for Persia are largely 
supplied through Bushire, and it would seem well worth the while 
of British manufacturers to set themselves to produce matches, 
especially sulphur, which would compete with the ‘“‘ Globe” and 
‘** Ship ” brands. 

It must be borne in mind that only the wealthy can afford to 
pay the prices of safety matches, and the peasants, the majority of 
the population, prefer a match that can be ignited without the aid 
of a box. 


The steadily increasing importation of cutlery and hardware, which 
embraces a large field, demonstrates the advan- 
tage that might be taken of the demand by 
British manufacturers. Table cutlery, sheath 
knives, scissors, nails, cheap lamps, locks and hinges, gramophones 
are a few of the items that might achieve success, in up-country 
towns more especially. The Persian bazaars are worth studying at 
first hand by dealers in hardware, for at present they are full of 
trumpery wares. Cheapness is, however, more requisite in most 
items than good workmanship.

One of the immediate effects of the granting of a Constitution has 
been an increase in the number of news sheets 
and journals printed in the different towns of 
the Empire. The paper on which these are 
printed is exceedingly poor in quality, and at one time during the 
vear 1906-7 one of the principal newspapers in Persia was re- 
ported to be very hard put to it to find sufficient suitable material. 
Very large supplies of cheap grey and white thin foreign writing 
paper are in use.

‘The most striking feature of the imports has been the very heavy 
influx of loaf sugar into the country. Both 
Loaf Sugar. in 1904 and 1905 it was estimated at some 
79,000l.; in 1906-7 it’rose to the record 
figure of 151,353/. There are three principal brands imported 
from Marseilles, Belgium and Hungary respectively. Of the total 
value mentioned, 97,987/. worth has been declared as French sugar, 
which commands the market northwards from Shiraz. It is both 
sweeter and more quickly soluble than the other kinds, and is for 
those reasons preferred by the bulk of the Persians. Nearly all 
loaf sugar brought for Persian consumption is in cones about 11 
inches high, wrapped in dark blue paper, and with a round black 
label in the centre inscribed in gold. The cones are brought in 
cases and bags; to a large extent French sugar is in bags contain- 
ing 24 loaves of 2 kilos. each, which constitutes a half donkey load, 
for the transport up-country on donkey back is about 10d. per ewt. 
cheaper than mule transport. 


At the beginning of 1906, an Austro-Hungarian brand was still 
in great repute in the coastal and southern regions of Persia, but 
no deliveries took place after April, when it was practically driven 
off the market by a Belgian sugar. Several characteristics served 
to commend the Belgian brand to the consumer of the littoral, 
who likes to stir his sugar long in his glass; it is far less quickly 
soluble in water than either the French or Hungarian sugars, and 
is not too sweet, but the principal attraction lies in its cheapness. 


There is some probability that Hungarian sugar will return to 
favour in the course of 1907-8; quotations for this sugar are 
given for 1°70-kilo. as well as 1°80 and 2-kilo. cones. Cones of 
1-70-kilos. are generally 3d. to 4d. dearer per cwt. than 1°80 cones. 
In the past there have been attempts to introduce British-made 
sugar into Persia, but the manufacturer did not accommodate him- 
self to the market, Cube sugar will not pay in Persia, and cones 
should be in the dimensions mentioned above. Some effort should 
be made in the United Kingdom to quote cones at a price which 
will compete with foreign brands.

There are three principal brands of soft sugar imported :—(1) 
Austro- Hungarian; the best liked—a very 
Soft Sugar. sweet sugar in clear, white, large crystals, and 
packed in bags of 2 cwt. net. (2) Also Austro- 
Hungarian in manufacture, but the crystals are not so large or so 
white as No. 1, and its price is about 5d. per cwt. cheaper, though 
that has not yet destroyed the established preference for No. 1. 
(3) First marks granulated—a German kind which is only appre- 
ciated in the coast districts. Very little was imported in 1906-7, 
most of that entered as German being shipped from the depét of 
Austro-Hungarian sugar in Hamburg. It is moist and yellow- 
tinged, almost dirty in colour, and not nearly so sweet as the 
crystal sugar. As in the case of loaf sugar, the soft sugar assigned 
to India and the United Kingdom is probably almost entirely 
Austro-Hungarian crystals trans-shipped in the United Kingdom 
and Bombay. Formerly all Austro-Hungarian sugar was trans- 
shipped at Bombay; now it comes through London vid Hamburg. 
There is no reason why British refined crystals of equal quality, 
if put on the Persian market at a slightly lower rate than the 
Austro-Hungarian, should not command good business.

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FINANCIAL CRISIS IN CHILE. 


The following notes, dated 3rd December, on the recent financial 
crisis in Chile have been received by the Board of Trade from a 
reliable source :— 

The reasons for the existing crisis are various. It is generally 
agreed that it is to be attributed to, first, the financial situation in 
Eur ope and the United States, which has led to trading houses in 
Chile, especially the German houses, being called on by their princi- 
pals to remit money home at all costs. These houses are now 
consequently pressing their clients for payment. Secondly, the fall 
in the price of copper, which has resulted in the closing down of, it 
is said, some 40 per cent. of the copper mines in the country. 
Many of the largest Chilean houses and capitalists have been deeply 
involved in copper transactions, and are now in straits owing to the 
impossibility of working the low grade mines at a profit at the 
present price of metal. Thirdly, the gradual reaction after the boom 
of the years 1904 and 1905, when numbers of companies of all 
kinds were floated in Chile. Included in this list are lumber and 
agricultural companies, gold, silver and copper mines, and also 
Chilean-owned nitrate companies. These undertakings have been, 
in many cases, only partially capitalised, most of the capital sub- 
scribed existing only on paper, and, moreover, have suffered from 
incompetent management. Many of them are accordingly now in 
difficulties, and their shareholders are anxious to dispose of their 
holdings at all costs. It is feared by many that things may still 
become worse before a favourable turn takes place. Fourthly, the 
necessity of meeting obligations incurred to repair the damages 
and losses sustained in the earthquake of August, 1906. These 
obligations, which were of an unforeseen character, have now to be 
met by private individuals, who are in addition involved in financial 
difficulties owing to reasons above-mentioned. . 

It is at present difficult to foretell what will be the outcome of 
the present situation. The immediate result is an almost complete 
stagnation of business, and the fact that merchants are to a great 
extent cancelling their orders must lead to a great diminution in 
the value of imports in the near future. The President has so 
far been able to resist the outcry for a further issue of paper money, 
a step which could only make matters worse. 

One of the features of the crisis is the disappearance from circu- 
lation of the silver coins, representing the fractional parts of the 
peso, which, owing to the fall in exchange, now represent less than 
their metal value. These coins have lately been collected in large 
quantities and exported with considerable profit. 
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REPORT ON ADMINISTRATION OF EUROPEAN PORTS.

JAPANESE:-COTTON GOODS IN MANCHURIA. 


The United States Vice-Consul at Kobe has forwarded to his 
Government the following information translated from an article 
published in a Japanese newspaper :— 

About seventeen months ago a syndicate was formed by the 
- Osaka, Mie, Kenshi, and Temma spinning and weaving companies 
for the purpose of extending the market for cotton goods in 
Manchuria. The syndicate appointed the Mitsui Bussan Kaisha 
as selling agents, and according to information obtained by the 
Osaka ‘‘ Asahi,” the result of the venture so far has been very 
satisfactory to its promoters. 

Formerly American cottons had almost a monopoly of the 
market in Manchuria, but as the result of the operations of the 
Japanese syndicate since February, 1906, the relative positions of 
American and Japanese cotton goods are alleged to have been 
reversed. The import of American cottons into Manchuria 
between February, 1906, and August last was not more than 
6,000 bales, while imports of Japanese cotton goods amounted to 
29,300 bales. 

From the Osaka ‘“ Asahi” it is learned that the Government 
agreed to make arrangements to allow the syndicate to obtain 
money at easy rates as an exchange fund for the export of the 
goods. The Yokohama Bank was instructed by the Government 
to accept four months’ sight drafts at a rate of 4 per cent. on a 
total amount exceeding 5,000,000 yen per annum, and 44 per 
cent. on an amount under 5,000,000 yen per annum. By this 
arrangement the export of cotton goods, which occupies the most 
important position in Manchurian trade, was enormously benefited. 
Furthermore, in consideration of the constant fluctuations in the 
rate of exchange, and the financial conditions in Manchuria} it 
was arranged in December, 1906, that from that date the money 
drawn on drafts of the syndicate should be repaid in Japan. This 
arrangement has also greatly added to the advantage enjoyed by 
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Japanese Cotton Goods in Manchuria. 





the syndicate exporters. The value of drafts drawn by the Mitsui 
Bussan Kaisha on the shipments of cotton goods having exceeded 
5,000,000 yen, the syndicate was able to make use of that fund at 
the preferential rate of 4 per cent. per annum. 

The uniformity of the quality and packing of the syndicate 
goods has, it is alleged, gone a long way to assist the success of the 
working of the venture. The members of the syndicate carefully 
examine each other's goods every month, From 24 to 30 bales 
produced in each mill are picked out at random and the quality 
carefully examined in respect to weight, width, length, border, &c. 
In addition to this examination, one bale of every quality of goods 
produced by each mill is brought to one company’s mill in turn, 
and an examination is conducted by the chief experts of that mill. 
This arrangement was put into practice from October, 1906. 
Every defect in the goods is pointed out and subsequently 
improved. This system has brought about a uniformity of quality, 
and the result has improved on every examination, until now the 
quality of goods produced by all the mills in the syndicate is 
asserted to have become identical, with the exception of the colour, 
the difference in which is due to the raw material used. The last 
test of the success of this examination is that the complaints of 
buyers in Manchuria, and even from Chinese, who are very 
particular about defects, and are always ready to demand a 
reduction of price even for the slightest damage in the bale, have 
now almost entirely ceased. The goods, nevertheless, still require 
improvement in many respects, and the syndicate is carefully 
investigating the matter with a view to attaining this end. 

In the matter of freight the syndicate made arrangements by 
which the Osaka Shosen Kaisha will carry cotton goods from’ 
Osaka to Dalny at’ the low rate of 45 sen per bale. Furthermore, 
the South Manchuria Railway Company were also approached for 
the purpose of obtaining a reduction in freight for the syndicate 
goods, but the Company were not in a position to allow a discount 
directly, as their system still remained undeveloped. However, they 
accorded certain facilities for the transportation of syndicate goods.

between Hamburg and East Africa vid the Suez Canal, they run a 
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service round Africa, the steamers of which call also at a few ports 
of West Africa. The direct trade between Hamburg and South- 
West and West Africa is mainly carried on conjointly by vessels 
of the “ Woermann Line,” of the ‘“* Hamburg-America Line,” and 
of the “‘ Hamburg Bremen Africa Line.” ‘These three lines have 
arrangements as to rates of freight to and from West and South- 
West Africa ; and, as regards rates to other parts of Africa, &c., 
they have formed a “ pool” with the “‘German East Africa Line,” 
who have agreed that the three may occasionally send steamers 
round Africa from west to east as far as Durban. 

The ‘“‘Hamburg Bremen Africa Line” have their seat at 
Bremen, and are closely connected with the “ North German 
Lloyd.” 





PORTUGAL-ANGOLA. 


H.M. Consul at Loanda (Mr. H. G. Mackie) has forwarded a 
detailed report on the Benguella railway now 


ane ~ in course of construction between Lobito and 
9 ve Katanga. The principal object of the new 
Railway. 


railway is to tap-the rich mineral field of 
Katanga, in the southern part of the Congo Free State. It will 
traverse the entire province of Angola fand open up vast areas, 
hitherto undeveloped, to commerce. Lobito Bay, the starting 
point of the railway, has been a port of call for the Union Castle 
and accelerated Portuguese lines of steamers, and if the railway is 
eventually extended to link with the Cape to Cairo and Rhodesian 
systems, the new route will shorten the journey from London to 
Pretoria or Johannesburg by some 3,000 miles, and reduce the time 
occupied in transit by four or five days. No definite agreement 
for the linking of the Benguella railway with the Rhodesian railway 
has as yet been announced. Rails have been laid up to kilom. 91 
(September 1907), and it is expected that Katanga will be reached 
in about four years. The new line will open up the copper 
industry, which, it is believed, will become one of the greatest 
industries in Africa. Besides copper, the minerals of Katanga 
comprise tin and gold. The concession includes the right 
to construct in Lobito Bay a pier for landing materials and 
machinery for the construction and working of the railway, for 
fuel, and for shipping ores, and it is expected that this work 
will be taken in hand immediately. Each section of the line 
when completed is thrown open to traffic, the principal articles 
carried at present being material for construction purposes, but 
there is a certain amount of goods and passenger traffic between 
Benguella, Catumbella and Lobito. The export traffic consists 
principally of rubber and wax, and the imports—of native trade 
goods, provisions, &c. 
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The concession area of 75 miles on either side of the railway is 
being prospected. A copper mine has already been found in the 
Catumbella river, about thirty miles south of the railway.

relates to the two railways previously mentioned, viz., the Loanda- 
Malange and Mossamedes-Chella lines, and has no reference to the 
Benguella railway, which is represented in London.

ot Coline. tion of the port of Callao. It appears that it is 
not uncommon for vessels to be detained four, five, or even six 
weeks before they can begin to discharge cargo ; at the date of Mr. 
Jerome’s despatch (5th December) there were five British ships 
waiting their turn, one of which had been there for forty-eight 
days. Mr. Jerome considers that shipowners and charterers, as 
well as merchants, should pay special attention to the necessity for 
extra care in the packing of goods destined for that port. 





BRAZIL. 
H.M. Consul-General at Rio de Janeiro (Mr. A. Chapman) reports 
Railway that the President of the Republic of Brazil has 
authorised ‘‘ La Société Internationale de Voies 
Concession. Ferrées et de Travaux Publics” to operate in 
Brazil. This company, with a capital of 3,500,000 francs, has its 
principal seat in Brussele, and its aim is to obtain concessions for 
the kuilding and purchase of railways in Brazil and other countries.

Construction. particulars of this transaction, from which it 
appears that an “ad referendum ” agreement was signed on the 
11th December by the Minister of Public Works and represent- 
atives of the ‘‘ Central Argentine” and “ Buenos Ayres and 
Rosario ” Railway Companies, for the purchase by these Companies, 
from the Argentine Government, of the railway in question. The 
agreement was approved by the Executive on the 13th December, 
and sent to Congress with a message on the 16th idem. 

The first part of the agreement deals with the obligation of the 
two companies—whose amalgamation will be recognised by the 
Government as the ‘‘ Central Argentine Railway ” ta 
junction between the two lines in the Capital, to widen the 
entrance viaduct of the Buenos Ayres and Rosario Railway, and to 
effect other improvements, &c. ‘The new Company undertake to 
purchase all the lines, rolling stock, buildings, &c., of the Andine 
Railway, the price of the sale ‘being 27,828,000 dols., paper currency 
(about 2,434,9501.). The message sent to the Congress with the 
Bill states that the Executive have encountered difficulties to find a 
solution to the financial problem caused by compromises contracted 
for the construction of sundry railway lines. The total cost of 
these lines and of the renewal of permanent ways, purchase of 
rolling stock, &c., amounts to 80,881,801 dols. (about 7,077,157/.), 
of which sum 50,617,933 dols. (about 4,429,068/.) has been dis- 
bursed, leaving a balance of 30,263,868 dols. (about 2,648.0871.),

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MINERALS, METALS AND MACHINERY, 


BRITISH INDIA. 


With reference to the notice on p. 31 of the ‘“ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 4th April, 1907, respecting the 
wai qs Manganese industry of India, the . ri 
Bauxite Deposits Mail” (Allahabad) states that the development 
of the manganese industry in the Central Pro- 
in the Central aie 5, eecagpincngeens, * , ih, an . 
suesiniie vinces has been very rapid, and with greater 
railway facilities even better results would have 
been obtained. The Balaghat District has been particularly to the 
fore, and, according to the local ‘‘ Gazetteer,” about 21,000 tons were 
sent from Balaghat station on the railway between Jubbulpore and 
Gondia in 1904-5. In the twelvemonths ending on the 3rd June, 
1906, the quantity had risen to over 60,300 tons, and since then 
the tonnage has continued to increase. It is surprising, says the 
‘Pioneer Mail,” that no efforts are being made in India to smelt 
manganese ore by the electrical process. If this were done, the 
shipment to Europe of the metal instead of the ore would largely 
increase the profits of working, as railway and shipping charges 
would be reduced to a comparatively small item in the ex- 
porter’s bill. 

The ‘‘Pioneer Mail” adds that there are also large bauxite 
deposits in the district, and these are now being examined. It is 
stated that if it proves possible to work them they will be of more 
importance than the manganese, as the metal which they vield— 
aluminium—can be extracted locally. 





QUEENSLAND. 


According to the ‘“ Queenslander,” reports from Boonah tend to 
ee show that the rumours of the discovery of petro- 
Discovery leum in that district have some foundation in 
fact. or some time a private syndicate have 

had representatives testing the favourable indications, and as a 
result it is stated that crude petroleum—a heavy black oil—has 
been found in a well less than 100 ft. in depth, and within two 
miles of the town. On a farm five miles from Boonah, a bore is 
said to show a volatile oil, probably kerosene, at 130 ft. The water 
there is impregnated with oil, and, on being pumped into a reservoir 
and allowed to settle, forms a heavy film on the surface. There are 
said to be other indications of oil in several parts of the district, 
notably at Harrisville. At Glenalvon Estate, where gas was dis- 
covered about two years ago, petroleum, it is stated, has since been 
identified, while there is still a flow of gas, though the bores put 
down have collapsed. While payable oil has yet to be found, the 
indications are that the field will be productive when operations on 
a large scale are commenced. ‘The syndicate so far have been pros- 
pecting, and securing rights on royalty over the land, which is all 
held in small freehold farms. ‘These having now been completed, 
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arrangements are in progress to thoroughly test the field. It is 
expected that if payable oil exists it will be found at depths vary- 
ing from 500 to 750 ft. Jt may be mentioned that the prevailing 
rocks are sandstone, limestone and conglomerate, with belts of 
ironstone, this being the same class of country usually associated 
with the petroleum fields of America. 

Coal beds of prospective value are also in evidence, one seam, 
two miles out of Boonah, having a reported thickness of 20 ft., 
while there are several smaller ones from 5 ft. to 8 ft. in other 
places covered by the syndicate’s operations. The hematite iron- 
stone deposits may also have a potential value, while at Mount 
French there is a large deposit of volcanic ash which is to be tested 
for polishing purposes. 





EAST AFRICA PROTECTORATE. 


The “ Official Gazette” of the East Africa and Uganda Protectorates 
for 1st November publishes an official notice 
to the effect that the provisions of the East 
Africa Mining Regulations, 1902 (see “ Board 
of Trade Journal” of 26th June, 1902, p. 607), and any Ordinance 
or Ordinances amending the same shall not apply to any area 
over which sole prospecting rights shall have been granted by the 
Secretary of State, the Governor, or the Commissioner of Mines 
during the term for which such rights shall have been granted, 
except in so far as they shall be applied by the agreement respect- 
ing the grant of such rights.

NORWAY. 


The Acting British Consul at Christiania reports that the owners 
of the Ranen Lead and Silver Mines have 
Maunmetare concluded an agreement with the “ Société 
of Metallic Zinc Anonyme Métallurgique Procédés de Saval ” 
to work Dr. de Saval’s patents for making 
metallic zinc out of low grade ores. The 
Doctor’s methods will be worked at a ‘‘ Cyclon” furnace, to be 
erected at Mo, in the Ranen district, and also at an electric fur- 
nace in a spot where sufficient electric power (2,500-3,000 h.p.) is 
obtainable. At first about 50 tons of ore, expected to yield about 
8 tons of metallic zinc and about 1 ton of metallic lead, as well 
as a little copper and silver, will be treated per day. It is also 
intended to convert the sulphurous acids, which are generated in 
the furnaces, into sulphuric acid or superphosphate. A limited 
company wil! shortly be formed.

ment of a Mineral Credit Bank in connection therewith, H.M. 

Consul at Palermo (Mr. 8S. J. A. Churchill, M.V.O.) reports as 

follows regarding the capital of this Bank :-— 

“The Government provided this bank with a capital, gratis, of 
two million lire. The Consorzio was to assist with a further two 
millions, this last to be’ borrowed from the Bank of Sicily, and 
repayable in eight years. 

‘‘The Mineral Credit Bank is authorised to issue bonds to the 
extent of its capital, so that four million lire of cash capital and 
four millions of bonds made it a total available fund of eight 
million lire. The Government are deliberating giving it another 
two million lire, which will enable it to issue another two millions 
of bonds, giving it a total capital of twelve million lire. Whenever 
the Bank of Sicily is reimbursed any portion of the ten million lire 
which it is allowed to advance to the sulphur industry, such sum, 
not exceeding an amount of ten millions in all, may be used for 
advances to the industry.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA: CANADA. 


According to the ‘‘ Railroad Gazette,” official returns from 86 car 
0 building companies in the United States and 
utput of Canada (estimating t Il plants not heard 
Detinend Cave anada (estimating wo small plants not hear¢ 
tlt Geeta from) give the total number of railroad cars 
, built during 1907 as 284,645, an increase of 19 
waite per cent. over the record of 1906. ‘This includes 
subway and elevated cars, but does not include electric street and 
inter-urban cars. No estimate has been made of the number of 
cars, both freight and passenger, built by the railroads in their own 
shops. Of the total number of cars built by manufacturers, 284,188 
were for freight service, and 5,407 for passenger service ; 280,216 
were for domestic use, and 9,429 for export. The number of pas- 
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senger cars built during the year shows an increase of more than 
70 per cent. over last year's output. About 72 per cent. of the 
freight cars built were of steel or steel underframe construction. 
Canada built 9,159 freight cars and 106 passenger cars, an increase 
of 30 per cent. over last year’s output; all of these cars were for 
domestic use. 

The locomotive output shows a smaller increase over 1906 than 
the car building output. This is probably due to the fact that the 
locomotive builders worked their plants practically to their full 
capacity in 1906. The 12 builders in the United States and 
Canada built 7,362 locomotives in 1907, of which 6,564 were for 
domestic use and 798 for export. This is an increase of 6 per cent. 
in the total output: the export output increased 11 per cent. as 
against 5 per cent for domestic output. ‘These figures do not in- 
clude locomotives built in railroad shops or locomotives rebuilt or 
repaired. There were 330 electric locomotives and 240 compound 
locomotives built, as against’ 237 and 292 respectively in 1906. 
The Canadian output of locomotives was 264. 





MEXICO. 


The following report on asphalt deposits in the Republic of Mexico 
Asphalt has been received from the Acting British 
Dapecite Consul General at Mexico City (Mr. H. W. 

: Wilson) :— 

The production of asphalt in Mexico is at present chiefly con- 
fined to the Tuxpam and Tampico districts on the Gulf of Mexico. 
A considerable amount of development work is now being carried 
on, especially in the Tuxpam district, as the ‘Tuxpam asphalt is said 
to be the best in the world. ‘The demand for Mexican asphalt 
seems to be in excess of the supply at the present time. Small 
shipments are made from time to time to Europe and especially to 
Germany. The average price of Mexican asphalt is about 55 
dollars Mexican currency per ton. 

The asphalt exported from Tampico is chiefly the residue from 
the oil preduced by the Mexican Petroleum Company at Ebano, 
some 40 miles west of ‘Tampico. ‘The distillate of this crude liquid 
asphalt is used for fuel oil. The distilling plant at Ebano could 
produce about 50 tons of asphalt per day, although this quantity 
has nct been reached up to the present owing to the limited supply 
of barrels procurable for shipping purposes. 

There are said to be hundreds of thousands of tons of asphalt in 
the Tampico and Tuxpaim districts, but the production is still in its 
infancy. Within the next few years it is expected that the pro- 
duction of asphalt will become one of the important industries of 
the Republic. The demand for asphalt in Mexico is rapidly 
increasing owing to municipal improvements in the larger cities 
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and the popularity of asphalt paving. ‘The completion of the 
‘Tuxpam canal will also simplify the existing difficulties of transport 
from the asphalt zones to the port of Tampico. 





ARGENTINE REPUBLIC. 


According to the ‘‘ Review of the River Plate” (Buenos Ayres), the 
Argentine Government have for some time past 
been carrying out a number of borings in 
various parts of the Republic with a view of 
obtaining water. A number of borings have been made in the 
Chubut territory, where fresh water is very scarce, and in a bore 
that is being made in Comodoro Rivadavia, a spring of petroleum 
was found at a depth of 530 metres. ‘This discovery is looked upon 
as most important. and the Government have decreed that no 
mining claims will be allowed within a radius of five kilometric 
leagues of the place where the find was made. LKxperts have been 
sent down to Rivadavia to report fully to the Govertiment,

The dry climate of the interior and coast-districts with just 
a sufficiency of rain during the north-east monsoon to meet the 
requirements of the species in respect of oil production ; 

3. The comparatively low assessment on waste lands; 

4. ‘The abundance of cheap resident labour ; 

5. The presence of large and wealthy landholders and the facili- 
ties for co-operation offered by the Government. 

Economically regarded, says the “ Review,” lemon grass oil is 
one of the most important of tropical oils. In Ceylon, Malaya and 
elsewhere in the Kast its extensive cultivation and the extraction 
of its oil have already resulted in the accumulation of much wealth 
to the planter; while the ever-increasing demands for the product 
in the manufacture of soaps, scents, toilet waters, and the like, 
point to the conclusion that its extended cultivation throughout 
the regions indicated above would lead to the establishment, in a 
few years, of an important and most lucrative industry there. 





NATAL: 

With reference to the notice which appeared on p. 278 of the 
“ Board of ‘rade Journal” of 7th November 
last, respecting the shipments of maize from 
Natal, the Board of Trade Correspondent at 
Durban, (Mr. A. D. C. Agnew) now reports that 
the exports of this product greatly increased during the last three 
months of the year. The shipments for the period Ist July to 
28th December were as follows :—40,046,576 lb. to the United 
Kingdom, 40,423,688 lb. to Germany, 15,887,028 lb. to Cape 
Colony, 1,100,000 lb. to Australia, 2,070,041 lb. to the Canary

ST. LUCIA: 


The report on St. Lucia for the year ended 3lst March, 1907, 
recently issued by the Colonial Office, states 

Cocoa Industry. that during the past ten years there has been a 
considerable fluctuation in the cocoa crop of the 

Island. In 1897, calculating at 200 lb. to the bag, 4,768 bags 
were exported. In 1900 the exports rose to 6,490 bags, but in the 
following year fell to 3,285 bags. In 1902 the exports reached 
7,924 bags, and in 1905, 9,468, the highest record. The average 
for the five years from 1897 to 1901 was 4,865 bags, and the aver- 
age for the next five years, from 1902 to 1906, was 8,045 bags. It 
will be seen, therefore, from these figures, that the cocoa industry 
has been nearly doubled during the past ten years ; but the pro- 
eress of the industry has nevertheless been very slow considering 
the quantity of land suitable for cocoa in the possession of large 
and small proprietors. The attention directed during the year

under review to improvements in the methods of cultivation will 
have good and widespread results, especially among the peasant 
growers, as time goes on, while the great rise that has recently 
taken place in the price of cocoa will be the strongest inducement 
to planters to extend their cultivation. 








The lime-industry made great strides and appeared for the first 
time as an export product. 571 packages of 
Lime Industry. limes and 12 packages of lime juice were 
shipped. The cultivation is being extended. 
40,000 plants were distributed by the Agricultural Department 
during the year under review. 


Rubber also for the first time appeared as an article of export, a 
small quantity from trees of the Castilloa 
Rubber. Elastica having been shipped. This industry 
has not, however, been started to any extent, and 
must be regarded as being still in an experimental stage. 


The cultivation of Sea Island cotton has not yet been taken up. 
s Some few years ago, at the instance of the Im- 
ea Island : © 
Cotton. perial Department of Agriculture, an effort was 
made to induce local growers to start the 
industry, but the trial was made in alukewarm manner and proved 
a failure, which has since exercised a discouraging effect on any 
further attempts. Owing, however, to the successful results that 
have been obtained in the neighbouring Colonies, the desire to 
make another trial is manifesting itself, and it is hoped that this 
industry will soon again be started. There are large areas of 
cleared land, apparently well adapted for the cultivation, that are 
available for enterprise in this direction. (Colonial Reporls— 
Annual, 553.)

RUSSIA. 


Information has been received at the Board of Trade from a reli- 
able source to the effect that the uncertainty 
of the labour conditions and of the general out- 
look in the Odessa district has frightened 
capital and paralysed almost all manufacturing enterprises. 
Factories work on reduced time, and engineering works do little 
beyond repairs. None but the most necessary work is in hand on 
account of the Government, and, even for the Government, pay- 
ment cannot be obtained till a year after completion. Building is 
nearly stopped. ? 

As regards labour conditions, employers complain that, though 
wages have been raised and hours reduced, the work done is less 
satisfactory.
